example, the parent case, 5,660,835 is drawn to a method of treatment therein comprising DHEA alone, and but 
merely mentions "ubiquinone may be administered concurrently with DHEA" simultaneously or at different time 
(see5,660,835 col.6 line 45-53) and also teaches away from the instant claims, i.e., by teaching "where the ubiquinone 
is formulated ... separately from DHEA" (see 5,660,835 col. 7 lines 16-17).,
